WASHINGTON, Dec. 3—Assist- 
ant Attorney General John H. 
Mitchell today told a House Ways 
and Means subcommittee inves- 
tigating tax law enforcement that 
former Assistant. Attorney Gen- 
eral Theron Lamar Caudle and 
Representative Frank W. Boykin 
(Dem.), Alabama, intervened to 
discourage prosecution of two 
Alabama tax evaders. 

Mitchell’s testimony supplied 
details of the disclosure of last 
Nov. 14 by the Post-Dispatch that 
Caudle penalized Mitchell by not 
letting him handle any further 
tax cases .after Mitchell persisted 
in prosecuting the two Alabamans 
and getting pleas. of guilty. 
Mitchell later transferred from the 
Justice Department's tax division, 
then headed by Caudle, to the de- 
partment’s criminal division. 

After Mitchell's testimony, 
Chairman Cecil R. King (Dem.), 
Cali’ornia, announced Boykin 
we'd be called as a witness, 

Mitchell, who now is in charge 
of prosecution of the forthcom- 
ing trial in Boston of the former 
collector, Denis W. Delaney, told 
his story with obvious relish, 
while Caudle sat in the back of 
the large hearing room, stony- 
faced and sullen, whispering oc- 
casionally to his attorney, Bernard 
Gallagher. 

Tells of “Fix” Rumors. 

At one point Mitchell related 
how he had told Caudle of rumors 
current in Alabama that Caudle 
and Boykin had “fixed” the tax

Shortages Also on Way in Other Durable 
Goods, Say Mobilizer Wilson 
and Aid. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP)— 
The defense program, said to be 
expanding at the rate of one bil- 
lion dollars a month, probably 
will result soon in shortages of 
such durable consumer goods as 
aurgmohiles and refrigerators.

CAIRO, Dec. 3 (UP)—Egyptian 
authorities said tonight that be- 
tween 17 and 24 persons were 
killed today in a savage fight be-

Sixty-two per- 
sons were officially reported in- 
jured. 

The British threw armored cars 
into action, it was reported. 
Casualty figures and the reason 
for the clash differed. 

The first report came from the 
Egyptian Interior Ministry. It 
said nine Egyptians were’ killed 
and 62 wounded. 

Next came a report from un- 
official sources that 17 persons 
were killed—13 Egyptians and 
four Britons. 

The Egyptian commander of 
Suez canal police then said that 
24 persons were estimated killed. 
He put the toll at 10 Egyptians 
killed, 64 wounded and estimated 
14: Britons killed. 

British sources here said that 
a British military police officer 
questioned the crew of an Egyp- 
tian truck outside a British army 
gasoline station. According to 
these reports the Egyptians start- 
ed shooting, and a British mili- 
tary policeman was fatally wound- 
ed: The Egyptians then attacked 
the gasoline station and a battle 
broke out, it was said.

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 3 (UP)}— 
An Air Force B-29 crashed into a 
row of homes in an east Denver 
residential area today, killing at. 
least eight crew members and in- 
juring eight other persons, one of 
them a woman in a house. 

Five homes. were hit. Two of 
them were. demolished and three 
were damaged severely. 

An Air Force spokesman. said 
that possibly nine crew members 
were killed, depending on wheth- 
er there were 14 or 15 men aboard 
the plane.

Police at first reported that 
five dead had been removed from 
the plane.

Smith’s reaction, Mitchell tes- 
tified, was so significant that he 
immediately wrote, for his per- 
sonal use, a memorandum sum- 
marizing it. : 

The memorandui:, which Mit- 
chell read into the record, fol- 
lows: | 

“Upon my return from Atlan- 


a brief discussion with Mr. Tur- 
ner Smith concerning the above- 
mentioned case.

OLIVE AND LOCUST FROM NINTH TO TENTH 
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Tells Congress There Is No Need 
To Cut Back Autos Due to Steel 


Bethlehem Corp. Officer at’Gray Market 
' Hearing Says Other Scarce Metals May 
Make Reduction Necessary. 
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WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (UP)— 
J. V. Honeycutt, a vice president 
of Bethlehem Steel Corp., told 


Congress today that there is no 
deed for a cutback in automobile 


production because of _ steel 
shortages. He said, however that 


shortages in copper and other ma- 
terials probably make a reduction 


necessary. 

- Honeycutt was the first witness 
as a Senate Small Business sub- 
committee brought its investiga- 
tion of the steel gray market 
back to the capital for a final 
hearing. At sessions in Detroit 
and Chicago last week, the sub- 
committee was told about huge 
profits middlemen made on steel 
sales. One firm made $3,000,000 
on a sale of 100,000 tons of sur- 

plus war scrap, some of which 
dated back to Civil War days. 

Chairman Blair Moody (Dem.), 
Michigan, asked Honeycutt if 
there is any need to cut back 
automobile production “purely 
from a standpoint of steel.” 

“I think not,” Honeycutt re- 


plied: 

: ‘Looking for Orders.’ 

In Bethlehem’s opinion, he 
added, “there is no over-all 
shortage of steel.” There is a 
scarcity of certain specialized 
types, he said, but in one line, 
certain types of steel piling, the 
company is “looking for orders.” 

Defense Production Adminis- 
trator Manly Fleischmann told 
the subcommittee that he would 
be “the first to advocate the 
abolition of controls ... if there 
were sufficient metals available.” 

Fleischmann said that if the 
Government did not control the 
flow of steel, “we would be back 
with a bumper crop of automo- 
biles and radios and a pitifully 
small number of machine tools.” 

“Obviously, this cannot be tol- 
erated if we mean business in the 
mobilization effort,” he said. 

Fleischmann said he could not 
agree with “Big Steel” spokes- 
men that controls over steel dis- 
tribution should be returned to 
private industry. 

He said the shortage of steel 
“is the result of the enormous 
mobilization effort that we have 
undertaken.” Government aillo- 
cations, he added, are necessary 
to see that the military program 
and supporting industries get 
what they need and can use. 

School Construction. 

Referring to school construc- 
tion, Fleischmann said total re- 
quests of individual communities 
“greatly exceed either the normal 
rate of school construction or 
the amount of steel that could 
have been procured in an open 
market.” 

There is “nothing phony or un- 
realistic” about any individual 
community’s school construction 
request, he said, but the total is 
above normal. 

Honeycutt said the Govern- 
ment’s allocations control pro- | 
gra mhas made it hard for Beth- 
lehem and other steel companies 
to keep their products off the 
gray market. 


Before controls went into ef- | 


fect, he said, Bethlehem refused 
to supply steel to customers who 
were found to be diverting the 
metal into impreper channels. 
But he said that this is now im- 
possible. 

Honeycutt cited the case of the 
Acorn Supply Co. of Philadelphia 
which was denied steel by Beth- js 
lehem after controls became ef- |’ 
fective.

Moody said the subcommittee 
wanted to find out from Fileisch- 
mann what the Government can 
do to “guarantee that all avail- 
able steel’ supplies are channeled 
through legitimate dealers to 
those fabricators rightfully en- 
titled to this scarce material.” 

Moody said small business men 
complain they cannot get even 
their legal allotments, while steel 
makers contend “there is no real 
shortage in steel and that supply 
will soon outstrip demand.” 


U.S. Steel, Union to Resume Pay 
Talks Tomorrow. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 3 (AP) 
—United States Steel Corp. will 
resume contract negotiations to- 
morrow with the CIO United 
Steel Workers. 

A “Big Steel” spokesman said 
the meeting was “for further de- 
tailed presentation of the union’s 
proposal.” 

Wage talks were recessed Fri- 
day after the union spent four 
days last week laying down its 
1951 wage policy. That policy 
consists of 22 demands, fncluding 
a call for a substantial wage in- 
crease, guaranteed annual wage, 
union shop, and improved pre- 
mium and incentive pay. 

Philip Murray, president of the 
union as well as the CIO, has not 
announced what the wage demand 
is, but one union soucre said the 
USW is asking for a 30-cent 
hourly increase. 

The same set of demands has 
been served on other major steel 
companies. Most of the other ne- 
gotiators also are in recess. The 
United States Steel-CIO talks 
usually set a pattern for the en- 
tire steel industry. 

American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute figured recently that the 
average pay of steel workers is 
$1.97 an hour. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics has put the aver- 
age straight time wage at $1.79, 
which averages $1.88 an hour 
when overtime and other pre- 
miums are included. The present 
contract expires Dec. 31.

gible,” the committee said. 

The committee also recommend- 
ed that: 

1. The North Central Associa- 
tion urge that colleges contact 
prospective students only through 
the high school principal to elimi- 
nate bidding for high school stars. 

2. “Tryout and elaborate enter- 
tainment for high school students 
by colleges” be banned. 

3. Scholarships be granted only 

“on the basis of scholastic and 
personal achievement.” 

4. Colleges deny use of their 
facilities and staffs for “all star” 
and post-season high school 
games.’ 

Dean J. B. Edmonson, chairman 
of the meeting, said the committee 
also would recommend that “mem- 
ber institutions have no part in 
any post-season or bowl games:

Golden flatly attributed the 
conditions to “out-of-date produc- 
tion methods, obsolete production 
methods and, more importantly, 
remediable labor-management re- 
lations that yield neither. ade- 
— wages nor worker <atisfac- 
on.” 


Increased productivity, le said, 
will give benefits to workers, 
owners and consumers in higher 
wages, more profits and lower 
consumer prices. He called for 
an approach to the problems of 
production as a voluntary part- 
nership between capital and la- 
bor, as practiced in the United 
States. 


If workers are given a stake in 
the success of the enterprise, he 
said, “European labor will not in 
despair look to Moscow and wel- 
come any sort of change on the 
grounds that it can only be for 
the better.” They will instead, he 
concluded, support and defend “a 
progressive and dynamic capital- 
ism” because “it offers them, as 
free men, self-fulfillment.”

LAS VEGAS, Nev., Dec. 3 (AP). 
know-how has virtually doubled this 
year and its stockpile of nuclear weapons has kept pace. 

The statements come from the man probably most respon- 


sible for this spectacular advance—Dr. Alvin C.. Graves, scientific 
director of all Atomic Energy Commission tests. 
Dr. Graves weighed his words more peaceful atmosphere than 


slowly as he summed up the 
AEC’s epochal 1951 test series in 
an interview. 

“Our knowledge of atomic 
weapons has been increased in 
the last year at a much greater 
rate than in any similar period,” 
he said. “Our advance almost 
equals all previous developments 
since the first nuclear detonation 
at Alamagordo, N.M., in 1945.” 


| Stockpile Grows. 
Dr. Graves—wrapping up a 
two-month job on the fall series 
of seven explosions, no two alike 
indicated that the stockpile of 
‘A-weapons has increased in just 
about the same proportion. 

“It is reasonable to assume that 
we have more weapons similar to 
the ones tested here,” Dr. Graves 
said. “We wouldn’t be shooting 
off the only models we have.” 

The scientist who has been in 
on the United States atomic pro- 
gram from its inception in 1942, 
made it plain that he was not 
sa>er-rattling. 

“IT am not in the atomic busi- 
ness because I like to manufac- 
ture things that kill people,” he 
said. “I am convinced that the 
reason we are not in a third world 
War now is because of the work 
the United States has done in 
atomic energy. 

“Increasing our stockpile is our 
best safeguard for the future. 

Time to Work for Peace. 

“Our steadily increasing stock- 
pile and continuing tests for more 
effective weapons have given us 
the time necessary to produce a 


into another war. 

“I’m doing what I am doing be- 
cause | believe it is the biggest 
contribution to the cause of 
peace.” 

Graves, 42 years old, is an easy- 
going six-footer, who bears physi- 
cal scars of nuclear radiation. He 
was born in Washington, D.C., the 
son of an engineer in the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
He is the youngest of six children. 

He was graduated at the top of 
his class in 1931 from the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. He took his 
bachelor’s degree in electiical en- 
gineering and put in an extra 
year of study at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 

After trying engineering for 
three depression years, he 
switched to physics research. In 
1935 he obtained his Doctor of 
Philosophy degree in nuclear 
physics at the University of Chi- 
cago. 


Accident in Laboratory. 


A 1947 laboratory accident \at 
Los Alamos gave Dr. Graves his 
radiation scars. 

The mishap occurred when Dr. 
Louis Slotin brought two critical 
masses of uranium together too 
quickly while holding them in his 
hands. Resulting atomic fission 
sent a charge of nearly 800 
roentgens — double the normal 
lethal dose—into Slotin’s body 
before he pulled the masses apart. 

This act saved the laboratory

Underground cables from Mos- 
cow report that a mysterious mo- 
bile transmitter in western Russia 
is causing almost as much havoc 
inside the Kremlin as an atom 
bomb. 

The powerful short-wave radio, 
located on a truck trailer, is con- 
stantly on the move in the moun- 
tains and butts into speeches of 
Soviet bigwigs with derisive com- 
ments and revoluttonary slogans. 
It is operated by the oldest of 
the anti-Bolshevik Russian un- 
dergrounds, the NTS, started in 
Yugloslavia 15 years ago.

Text of Instructions Outlines Policy of 
Avoiding All Casualties and Ending Of- 
fensive Operations.

“Preamble—it will be im- 
pressed on all troops that hostili- 
ties will continue until a cease- 
fire agreement is reached. Dur- 
ing. the remainder of armistice 
negotiations, every effort will be 
made to avoid casualties and to 
demonstrate our willingness to 
honor a cease-fire. 

New Policy. 

“The policy will be: 

“1. Avoid all casualties. 

“2. Demonstrate willingness to 
honor a cease-fire. 

“3. Maintain present defensive 
positions. 

“4. Reconnaissance patrols only 
will be sent out. 

“5. Avoid engaging the enemy 
unless he threatens our positions 
by fire or movement. 

“6. No offensive operations, in- 
cluding raids. 

“7 Artillery and mortar fire 
oe be limited to counter-battery 
only. 

“8. Defensive fire will be only 
against enemy attacks, including 
concentrations of enemy troops 
threatening our positions or 
against fire in support of a coun- 
terattack. 

“9. No exposure of our own 
froops on features that would 
}draw enemy fire.” | 
Order to All Front Line Troops.

The occupation machinery is 
due to fade out next year, with 
Germany becoming a partner in 
Western defense and assuming 
almost complete control over its 
own affairs.

WASHINGTON, 


HERE is no worse folly than moral prating when immoral 
behavior is the result of compulsion, and there is very little 
doubt that American politicians and American business men are 
increasingly compelled toward the corruption that increasingly 


marks their mutual dealings.. 


The problem, then, is to re- 
move the compulsion, which re- 
sults from a_ vicious. circle. 
Politicians need larger and larger 
contributions to finance their 
campaigns. The Government 
which the politicians control 
grows daily bigger, more mysteri- 
ous and more important to the 
business men. The husiness men 
are more and more tempted to 
pay money to the politicians, in 
campaign contributions or other- 
wise, in order to facilitate their 
dealings with the Government. 


Such is the circle which mus 
somehow be broken. | 


Step for Business Men. 


The first and simplest measure 
to be taken is for the business 
men to stop treating the Govern- 
ment like a huge, terrifying, hos- 
tile power. 


In the vast majority of cases, 
the difficulties that business men 
experience in dealing with the 
Government result solely from 
the Government’s cumbersome- 
ness, and the business men’s total 
ignorance of Government pro- 
cedures. And the great.majority 
of influence traders possess no 
real influence whatever; they 
just know enough about the Gov- 
ernment to make the cumber- 
some machinery revolve with rea- 
sonable smoothness. 

This is a job the business men 
themselves could do if American 
corporations formed the habit of 
assigning executives to Washing- 
ton, to study their problems with 
the Government as they might 
study a plant lay-out or a sales 
territory. If this practice grew 
up, the influence trade would 
suffer a mortal blow, and much 
of the psychosis that marks the 
business attitude toward Govern- 
ment would be rapidly dispelled. 
Campaign Costs Real Evil. 


Second, however, the tendency 
toward corruption will still grow 


greater unless the basic problem | 


of campaign costs and campaign 
contributions is directly tackled. 
This is the real root of the evil.

If campaigns were publicly fi- 
nanced on the lush Ohio standard 
that har been proclaimed as. rea- 
sonable by Senator Robert A. Taft, 
the cost would be very great in- 
deed.

Staffing Problem. 


Finally, it is also essential to 
tackle a third problem which is 
at the very heart of the present 
widespread corruption—the prob- 
lem of staffing the Government, 
The administrative officials of the 
American Government today han- 
dle problems involving millions 
and even billions of dollars with 
no professional training, with no 
security of tenure, and on salaries 
that would make the lowliest cor- 
porate vice-president faint dead 
away with horror. 

Inevitably, these administrators 
are the corn between the upper 
millstone of the political party 
needing contributions, and the 
nether millstone of the business 
men-contributors. Every kind of 
political pressure is brought on 
them, to “see things the right 
way,” to “be co-operators,” to 
“play the game.” And even if 
they are sternly honest, placing 
the public interest first, they 
must always think of what they 
are to do when their term of of- 
fice expires.

| Precedents for 52 
Raymond P. Brandt’s informative roundup of 
facts about stampeded presidential conventions 


of the past might well turn out to include prece- . 


dents for both major party nominations next 
‘ gummer. As reported in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch by our chief Washington correspond- 
ent, the cases of Woodrow Wilson in 1912 and 
Charles Evans Hughes in 1916 seem most closely 
in point with possibilities in 1952. 

The 1912 Democratic convention could be 
a parallel for the 1952 Republican convention. 
In 1912 Missouri’s Champ Clark, then Speaker 
of the House, led on the first rollcall, 440% 
votes to 324 for Gov. Wilson of New Jersey. 
On the tenth rollicail, the Clark total rose to 
556. But William Jennings Bryan, who did not 
like the Tammany support for Clark, outsmarted 
the Clark generalship. A break came on the 
fourteenth ballot and .on the thirtieth Wilson 
passed Clark, the nomination of the political 
neophyte coming on the forty-sixth. 

The possible parallel of course is to Senator 
Robert A, Taft. The Ohio Republican is out on 
‘one! of the earliest delegate hunts in political 
history. He may arrive at Chicago with a very 
large number pledged to support him. Yet un- 
less he is nominated on an early ballot he may 
see the nomination go eventually to some one 
with substantially fewer votes on the first roll- 
call. What happened to the veteran politician 
Champ Clark at the hands of a beginner could 
happen to “Mr. Republican’—also at the hands 
of a newcomer in politics, perhaps Gen. Eisen- 
hower. 

. . * 

The case of Hughes in 1916 is twice relevant. 
It is relevant on the Republican side because 
Hughes was then an Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court who refused to lift a finger to 
obtain the nomination. He placed “the untaint- 
ed integrity of the courts” above every other 
consideration. Notwithstanding his steadfast re- 
fusal to so much as say that he would accept 
the norhination, Hughes led on the first ballot 
and was chosen on the third. 

This dramatic story, which is told in‘ detail 
in Merlo J. Pusey’s new two-volume life of 
Hughes, suggests that it is not necessary for Gen. 
Eisenhower to become an avowed candidate in 
order to win a presidential nomination. There 
is such a thing as a genuine draft. Hughes was 
drafted in 1916 and Gen. Eisenhower might be 
drafted in 1952. 

The 1916 precedent has its relevance for the 
Democrats, too. For if President Truman de- 
cides not to be a candidate to succeed himself, 
the indications are that he may attempt to 
obtain the nomination for his old friend, Chief 
Justice Vinson. Should this turn out to be: the 
President’s choice, then the question will arise 
whether to keep the “draft” apart from Vinson, 
as it was kept away from Hughes; or to permit 
Vinson to figure in it. 

j ‘ & 

Chief Justice Vinson has no such concept of 
the detached role of a. Supreme Court member 
as had Hughes. Only two weeks ago Vinson 
was a visitor at Key West, where he had called 
previously as a Truman guest. In Washington, 
the President and the man he put in our highest 
judicial office are frequently in touch. 

Ernest K. Lindley writes in the current News- 
week that it is on Mr. Truman’s problems as 
Democratic party leader that the President 
seeks out Chief Justice Vinson’s advice. Surely 
this must be the case as there is rarely if ever 
need for them to discuss Supreme Court busi- 
ness. 

This crony relationship is bad for the United 
States Supreme’Court. We cannot imagine Vin- 
son’s recent predecessors engaging in it. Cer- 
tainly Harlan F. Stone did not “advise” Franklin 
D. Roosevelt who elevated him. Hughes would 
not have gone to the White House to give politi- 
cal pointers to Hoover. Neither Chief Justice 
William Howard Taft nor Edward D. White 
would have stepped down from his bench to 
give political counsel to Harding or Wilson. 

Whether Vinson is tapped next year, he is 
already setting a bad precedent which has con- 
tributed to the lowered esteem of the Supreme 
Court. If the President has any thought of 
handing the nomination to his friend, he would 
do well to study the exemplary role of Hughes 
who would do nothing and yet was easily and 
genuinely drafted. 


Slow-Motion China Lobby Probe 


Senator, Morse of Oregon is very properly 
aroused over the inaction in investigating the 
China lobby. The State Department discloses 
that little has been done on the inquiry ordered 
by President Truman into alleged use of money 
by the Chinese Nationalists to influence United 
States policies. Yet it was in June, half a year 
ago, that the President gave the order. 

Nationalist Chinese agitation has become a 
major item both in the foreign and domestic 
policies of this country. To see that it is kept 
within legitimate bounds is an obligation of 
Congress. There are indications that it may. not 
always have been-kept within legitimate bounds 
or within the bounds of propriety. 

If undue pressures have been brought. to bear 
upon Congress to act more in the interest of 
Nationalist China than in the interest of the 
United States, Congress and the people should 
know about it. And they should know as prompt- 
ly as they can find out. 
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Eric Johnston’s Farewell 


The words of a departing economic stabilizer 
are something like those of a gladiator who, on 
his way out, exhorts somebody else to get in 
there and fight those lions. Nevertheless, Eric A. 
Johnston’s valedictory should be taken seriously 
by Congress and his successor in the Office of 
Economic Stabilization. 

Inflationary pressures are still in recess, but 
the economic calm may soon be broken, Mr. 
Johnston says, as defense expenditures continue 
to mount. He urges a strong system of allocat- 
ing scarce materials among the allied nations, 
stronger credit controls, the stimulation of sav- 
ing by offering’new and attractive forms of 
Government securities, and attainment of a long- 
range budget balance. 

All of these measures commend themselves if 
we are to continue to man the defenses against 
an inflationary spiral which has already bitten 
deeply into family resources and depleted the 
value of the dollars spent for defense. Yet Mr. 
Johnston failed to mention another crucial factor 
in the situation—the steel wage negotiations now 
going on, which are sure to set a pattern for 
industry, and which could set off another wage- 
price spiral if they result in excessive wage 
and price increases, : 

Direct price controls have been weakened by 
the Capehart amendment, and direct wage con- 
trols may be weakened by the outcome of the 
steel negotiations. Yet both of these weapons 

_ against inflation aré now braking the spiral and 
must be retained even if not in the full vigor 
that might be wished. At the same time the basic

One question Mr. Johnston left unanswered 
is how a balanced budget is to be attained if 
federal expenditures continue to mount while 
Congress refuses, as now seems likely, to in- 
crease taxes again. This may turn out to be a key 
question if the ¢€ renewal of inflationary 
pressure is felt when next year’s appropriations 


come up in the spring.. 


The High Cost of Quarreling 
The struggle 4between the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau over dams in the 
Kansas river sub-basin of the Missouri Valley, 


as described by Richard G. Baumhoff in a dis- 
patch from Topeka, shows anew that these two 


: 
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agencies are unable to work together.. Like 


their earlier struggle over the height of Gar- 
rison dam, another item of the Pick-Sloan plan, 
it may be costly in any or all of many ways, 
and augurs ill for the permanent operation of 
the dams and reservoirs. 

The same is true of the continued bickering 
between the Army Engineers and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which Mr, Baumhoff dis- 
cusses in another dispatch. Agriculture has 
added a large chapter to the Interagency plan, 
but Army, though giving it lip service, is tacitly 
very cool toward it. 

Chronic disputation may cost the valley 
months or years of delay, as the bickering’ of 
Army and Reclamation has done in the valley 
of the Columbia river. It may cost the valley 


' some of the essential services it should receive 


from a system of dams and reservoirs: already 
the Army Engineers are playing with the idea 
of single-purpose flood control dams. 

There are ogvasions on which single-purpose 
flood control dams are desirable, but they 
should be determined on the basis of the engi- 
neering facts, not on the basis of purely political 
expediency, to enable one government bureau 
to get the jump on another government bureau. 

Last, the fighting between the two agencies 
may be very costly in terms of money, and bil- 
lions of dollars are involved, offering a wide 
field for waste in poor planning, duplicated 
effort, and mismanagement. 

When the two agencies can quarrel so much 
over a system which as yet exists only in part, 
how much will they be likely to quarrel when 
the system is completed and there is so much 
more to quarrel over? 


How well can they be expected to agree on 


the plan for the Reclamation Bureau to operate 
certain dams and reservoirs but in time of 
emergency to turn them over to the Army En- 
gineers for operation in the interest of flood 
control? Will they be able to agree as to when 
an emergency has arisen, any better than they 
have been able to agree on the height of Garri- 
son dam or who shall build the dams—and what 
kinds of dams—in the Kansas river valley? 

And if they do not agree, will the people of 
the valley have to watch floods descending upon 
them while the machinery for controlling them 
is left idle because two quarrelsome government 
agencies cannot agree on how to use it? 

Many of those who favor the Pick-Sloan plan 
do so because they fear the powers of the Fed- 
eral Government and favor just this division 
of authority, which, they feel, keeps it weak 
and puts them in a position to play off one side 
against the other. At the same time, not even 
they like the inevitable evil consequences of 
such division. Surely the people of the Missouri 
Valley can trust their own Federal Government 
enough to have it set up one agency which can 
develop this valley in harmony. 
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French Needs and French Inflation 


The manner in which the French announced 
that they have been promised another $600,000.- 
000 in direct American aid was somewhat un- 
fortunate. The statement was made to the 
Cabinet by French Finance Minister Rene May- 
er, and was then passed on to the public by a 
French information officer with the comment 
that the American Administration would have 
to ask Hae oi for more money. 

This was resented in some Washington circles. 
The facts are that about $200,000,000 are avail- 
able for direct aid to France unless funds tenta- 
tively earmarked for other nations are reduced. 
Congress, however, authorized the diversion of 
10 per cent of the military aid appropriation. 
And some of this money plus payments to 
France for goods and services furnished to the 
United States in connection with the rearma- 
ment program may provide M. Mayer’s total. 

Another source of irritation is the French 
failure to adopt rationing and other features 
of the British austerity program to check infla- 
tion. Instead, gasoline has been allowed to rise 
to 70 cents a gallon and steak to $1 a pound 
even though most Frenchmen make considerably 
less than $40 a week. Controls may be no more 
popular in France than they are anywhere else, 
but the preservation of living standards should 
be part of the battle against Communism. 

Fundamentally France does need economic 
help. So Secretary of State Acheson, Defense 
Secretary Lovett and Aid Co-ordinator Harrti- 
man were justified in giving reassurances to M. 
Mayer. At the same time, the United States has 
a right to expect that such help will be applied 
in the most efficient manner possible. Certain- 
ly every effort should be made to keep it from 
being drained away by inflation. 
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Kicked Out of Court 


One of the most offensive of indictments in 
the many spawned by the near-hysteria over 
“loyalty” and “subversives” has been dismissed 
and the trial which it occasioned brought to a 
halt. Federal Judge Matthew Francis McGuire 
took this action in Washington where he was 
supposed to try the “case” against Dr. W. E. B. 
DuBots, 83-year-old Negro scholar, editor and 
writer, and four co-defendants under the For- 
eign Agents Registration Act. 

The Government’s case against the man who 
edited The Crisis for nearly a quarter century 
could hardly have been thinner. It was based on 
the contention that Dr. DuBois made himself a 
foreign agent by circulating the so-called Stock- 
holm peace petition. Presumably if Dr. DuBois 
and his co-defendants had been convicted, the 
Government then would have sought the indict- 
ment of all, who as we think misguidedly, signed 
the petition. 

Judge McGuire was so unimpressed after lis- 
tening to the chief witness for the Government 
that he directed a judgment of acquittal. But 
this did not come until the defendants were put 
to much expense and trouble over a period of 
some 10 months, 

What has happened to the Civil Rights Sec- 
tion of the Department of Justice which the late 
Frank Murphy set up when he was Attorney 
General? If it, were functioning as it should, 
there could be no such harrassing, vindictive 
indictments as those in the DuBois case, which 
are now where they belong—on the ash-dump.

Challenging the delegates to 
‘give up. their separate fears for 
a belief in the collective capacity 
of the combined nations, he 
argues that there cannot be any 
‘doubt that the structure of de- 
fense can be built without undue 
burden on any one nation. 


Military Responsibility. 

In a somewhat cautious fashion 
this was the line followed by the 
British. They are fully aware 
that they must have added Amer- 
Yecan assistance in some form if 
the full armament program is to 
be carried out or even, for that 
matter, if acceleration of the pro- 
gram is to be pushed through.

It’s harder 
for him to make the tough deci- 
sions if, as the evidence increas- 
ingly indicates, he is a candidate 
for the presidency. 


For example, it might conceiv- 
ably be necessary to ask Congress 
to give the President the right 
to send a far greater share of the 
total output of American-made 
weapons to Europe than is pres- 
ently allowed under the six-bil- 
lion-dollar limitation in the mili- 
tary aid bill.

But aside from an occasional 
accident, Communist understand- 
ing and acceptance of the four 
points would bring about a de 
facto cease-fire in the precise 
sense of the word. 

As far as anyone knows, the 
Allied high command has not told 
the Communists that in so many 
words—either at Panmunjom or 
anywhere else.

The series just con- 
cluded produced a variety of ex- 
plosions and effects without pre- 
vious parallel. 

These apparently included: (1) 
The first baby A-bomb, Oct. 22; 
(2) a delayed-reaction burst, Oct. 
30; (3) perhaps the best-controlled 
big bomb ever detonated, Nov. 5; 
and (4) perhaps the first under- 
ground blast, Nov. 29. 

Dr. Graves, who makes $15,000 
a year as head of the AEC’s weap- 
ons test division, says he has been 
offered twice that amount to head 
corporation research staffs. 

“There is nothing that can com- 
part with this work—no matter 
how much they offer,” Graves

Their 
appeal is directed to the youth of 
China. 

The baits used by the Reds to 
attract Chinese youth are three- 
fold: idealism, patriotism, and sex 
freedom. 

' When a youth reaches his late 
teens or early twenties, he is a 
natural idealist. He has reached 
his physical perfection, and rapid- 


ly approaches intellectual maturi- . 


ty. For the first time he begins 
to look outside of himself and his 
family to the world around him. 
In China, he finds poverty, suf- 
fering and injustice on all sides. 

The Reds have trained propa- 
gandists to play upon the disillus- 
ionment of youth and to organize 
youth into a great crusade to cre- 
ate a heaven on earth. They are 
told that Communism as it exists 
in Russia has destroyed all social 
injustices. Capitalists and land- 
lords have been wiped out. Rus- 
sia is a happy country where 
everyone is equal. There is no 
unemployment there, and science 
is wiping out sickness. China 
must be made into another Russia. 

Thus the Reds capitalize on the 
generosity of youth. Millions of 
young people have consecrated 
themselves to the Red cause with- 
out any hope of profit.

capitalists. When we got here we 
found that, thousands of poor 
Chinese have pot-bellies and 
wrist watches: while no. one in 
Russia has either.” 

The appeal to patriotism is a 
strong one for Chinese youth 
whose study of history gives an 
inferiority complex and a long- 
ing for the return of the days of 
Genghis Khan. 

“We once ruled Asia,” says the 
propaganda. “Our forces even in- 
vaded Europe. What can for- 
eigners do that the Chinese can- 
not doe? Russia and China to- 
gether can rule the world.” 


‘The patriotic propaganda is 
directed chiefly against the 
United States. The name of our 
country is never used alone—it is 
always “Imperialistic United 
States.” Every page of every 
newspaper bristles with tirades 
against us. The war in Korea is 
always referred to as “the war of 
the Chinese resisting Imperialis-

tic America invading Korea.” 
There is never any mention of 
the United Nations. 


In the Communist manual, 
“How to hold an accusation meet- 
ing,” which is part of the of- 
ficial “Current Affairs Hand- 
book,” is found this directive: 
“All accusations must be concen- 
trated on American imperialism, 
the implacable enemy of the Chi- 
nese people.” It further directs, 
“In cities where American troops 
were stationed during World 
War II, accusations of American 
atrocities should be made.” 

The Reds also use the sex 
instinct to recruit young people 
for their cause. Their slogan 
“sexual freedom” wins and holds 
a large segment of -China’s 
youth. 

In Chinese family life a strict 
code of morals is enforced. This 
is particularly true in reference 
to girls. The Communists invite 


the girls to run away from home 
and join them. There one finds 
kindred spirits and no disapprov- 
ing voices. 

During the guerrilla days be- 
fore the so-called liberation, the 
Reds sent speakers into towns 
and villages, and into high 
schools, to campaign for girls to 
volunteer. 

“If you are unhappy at home 
and your parents are strict, come 
and join us,” said the Reds. “If 
you are not satisfied with your 
husband, come to us and your 
marriage will be dissolved.” 

Every band of guerrillas had 
its “workers.” Today most of 
these girls have been sent home. 
Only the most intelligent are 
kept. Some do office work, others 
housekeeping, and others act as 
“dependents.”

How It Started

6 ¢ HEY think we live in an 
Te Dorado,” complained an 
American returning from 
Europe, “where all we have to do 
is to shovel up the gold in the 
streets.” And so the expression 
is frequently used; although “El 
Dorado” means, in Spanish, “the 
golden” or “the gilt”—“land” be- 
ing understood—so that one 
should say “We live in El Do- 
rade.” The addition of “an” 

makes it “an the golden land.” 
This term has served as meta- 
phor with the Midas touch since 
practically the beginning of its 
history which started early in 
the Sixteenth century, when the 
Spanish explorers had their day 
in the western hemisphere, and 
the hunt for gold presented the 
great illusion for decades to come. 
El Dorado was the subject of a 
legend, first about a South Amer- 
ican king reputed to cover his 
body with gold dust as he ruled 
over his fabulous possessions, who 
was called “El Dorado,” the gild- 
ed one; then it was a city, whose 
streets were paved with gold, and 
finally a fabled country abound- 
ing in gold and treasure beyond 
description. The Spaniatds sent. 
out expedition after expedition to 
find the fabled land, ,but like 
Ponce De Leon’s fountain of 
youth, it continued to elude them, 

and tragedy dogged their path. 
From an expedition of Diego 
de Ordaz, which took place in 
1531, came the name “Omoa,” for 
the golden city where the king, 
“El Dorado,” reigned, but this 
was subsequently forgotten. When 
Sir Walter Raleigh, in 1595, fol- 
lowed the golden mirage of El 
Doradé into the interior of 
Guiana, he reported it to be a 
city on an island, which was ac- 
tually put down on the maps. And 
John Milton commemorated this 
long afterwards, in these lines in

Refinishing Furniture. 
EFINISHING furniture is 
troublesome. You have to re- 
move the finish, sand, re- 

stain, refill, sand and then put 
on a new finish. All this work is 
necessary if the wood you are 
dealing with is really beat up, but 
if the finish and only the finish 
is damaged, it’s possible to remove 
this and replace it without touch- 
ing anything else or changing the 
color of the wood. 

The device you need for this 
job is a scraper. A liquid paint 
and varnish remover is no good 
because it will affect the stain in 
the wood and consequently change 
the color somewhat. 


The trick in removing a fin- 
ish with a scraper is to apply 
even pressure to the blade and 
always have a sharp blade. The 
blade can be easily sharpened 
with a file or you can buy scrap- 
ers with removable blades which 
are better—if you don’t care for 
sharpening. 

Out of the way spots which 
you cannot get at with the scraper 
can be cleaned up with a small 
piece of broken glass. Carvings

and moldings which can’t be 
reached at with either glass or 
scraper will require a little liquid 
varnish remover but as these 
spots are usually inconspicuous, a 
slight change in color won't be 
noticeable. 

Once the old finish is out of 
the way, dust the surface clean 
and then apply the new finish of 
shellac or varnish.

| PARIS — 

LISTENED to « most inter- 
| esting lecture the other eve- 

ning given by a French cor- 
respondent who spent four 
weeks traveling. in, the United 
States as our guest with two 
other French correspondentes. 
He began his talk by saying he 
had found a new America 
from that encountered on a 
visit seven months ago. 

At that time, he said, he 
found everyone apathetic. Ko- 
rea had not really awakened us 
to the Russian danger, But the 
discovery that the Reds had 
the atom bomb had turned the 
trick—and from an apathetic 
nation we have become an alert 
nation, backing the Administra- 
tion’s rearmament policy and 
doing our job both on the mili- 
tary and economic side in a 
remarkable way. He thought 
the great achievement of the 
Truman Administration was 
that so far, at least, rearma- 
ment had been accomplished 
with very little dislocation of 
the civilian ~ of the people. 

* * 


HE WENT ON to point out 
that in the United States we 
really had an aristocratic class 
of laborers for whom our ma- 
chines were slaves, and this was 
true of the woman in her home 
as well as the workers on their 
jobs. Mass production had ad- 
vantages. The jobs were some- 
times dull and automatic and 
very few men felt they had 
created something from begin- 
ning to end. But that was an- 
other problem which he felt 
American ingenuity would meet 
in its own time,
